Rather, the specific features and steps are disclosed as preferred forms of implementing the claimed 
invention. Since many embodiments of the invention can be made without departing from the spirit and scope of the invention, the 
invention resides in the Claims hereinafter appended". Note: Regarding the applicant's usage Ofwherein" and/or "whereby" in the claimed 
subject matter of the claims, the claim scope is not limited by claim language that suggests or makes optional but does not require steps 
to be performed, or by claim language that does not limit a claim to a particular structure. Please see Minton v. Nat '1 Ass 'n of Securities 
Dealers, Inc., 336 F.3d 1373, 1381, 67 USPQ2d 1614, 1620 (Fed.

545, 548 (CCPA 1970). Regaring the disclosure of the cited reference, when reviewing a reference the applicants should remember that 
not only the specific teachings of a reference but also reasonable inferences which the artisan would have logically drawn therefrom may 
be properly evaluated in formulating a rejection. In re Preda, 401 F. 2d 825, 159 USPQ 342 (CCPA 1968) and In re Shepard, 319 F. 2d 
194, 138 USPQ 148 (CCPA 1963). Skill in the art is presumed. In re Sovish, 769 F. 2d 738, 226 USPQ 771 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 
Furthermore, artisans must be presumed to know something about the art apart from what the references disclose. In re Jacoby, 309 F. 
2d 513, 135 USPQ 317 (CCPA 1962). Every reference relies to some extent on knowledge of persons skilled in the art to complement 
that which is disclosed therein. In re Bode, 550 F. 2d 656, 193 USPQ 12 (CCPA 1977) 
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
